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Hail to the Countess! 
Springbank Snow Countess Breaks Lifetime Record 


By WM. A. 


ODAY, January 14, 1933, the date this paper is pub- 
"Tiisted, Springbank Snow Countess will have passed 

the 400-lb. fat mark cn the 147th day of her eighth lac- 
tation—unless she drops dead between the time this story 
is written and the date given. Add this 400 lbs. to her total 
of 7,147 lbs. fat produced on Canadian R. O. P. test in her 
first seven lactations and you have her lifetime record, to 
date, less than 7% lactations, of 7,547 lbs. fat or about 2.3 
lbs. fat above the lifetime record in eleven lactations of 
the former champion, Sophie 19th of Hood Farm, that stal- 
wart of the Jersey breed. This record of Sophie 19th, 
7,544.51 lbs. fat in eleven lactations on Register of Merit 
test, has stood unchallenged by any cow of any breed for 
the past ten years or so. For a time Holstein fans hoped 
that Traverse Colantha might take lifetime honors 
from her, but the game little Michigan cow never came 


back after her ninth lactation had brought her total 
to 7,525.8 lbs. fat, just a few pounds under Sophie 
19th. Then last year, when Springbank Snow Countess 


brought her seven-year total to the astounding 
figure of 7,147 lbs. fat, Holstein statistic sharks 
began holding their respective breaths, scarcely daring to 
hope that Countess might be spared until she could get at 
least 400 lbs. on an eighth record. 

Then about the middle of August, word came that she 
was fresh again and on test. Alt the fairs Tom Dent, her 
breeder and owner, reported confidentially that she was 
running easily on test, milking normally and testing well 
over 4% right along, as she has during her entire produc- 
ing life. On January 2, he wrote us that up to December 
31, 1932 she had 366.21 lbs. fat from 8,323 lbs. milk and 
on Jauary 14 she hit 400 lbs. fat with 9,093 lbs. milk 


Can you blame us if we couldn’t wait for the record to 
be checked and re-checked before announcing the glad 
tidings? Even if something happens that she does not 
quite make it by the fourteenth, she certainly will in an- 
other day or so, as she is knocking out well over 2 lbs. fat

a day and not half trying. Tom Dent is not “forcing” this 
cow and never has—a little later we will tell you what she 
eats—for she is first of all a breeding matron and second 
a record-making machine and her owner is not burning 
out any bearings on the reproduction end just for the sake 
of a little fleeting glory on production. 

Here then, in a nutshell, is what this wonder-cow has 
done. She has three records above 1,100 lbs. fat—or if you 
like butter better, two over 1,400 lbs. butter and three 
averaging exactly 1,400 Ibs. butter. She is the only cow of 
any age, breed or previous condition of servitude with five 
records above 1,000 lbs. fat and in fact no other cow has 
five even averaging 1,000 lbs. fat. Countess has seven rec- 
ords averaging over 1,000 Ibs. fait and when her eighth rec- 
ord is completed it is more than possible that the eight 
will average above that figure, if she can produce 453 Ibs. 
fat in her next 218 days—and if she does not, she has 
honors enough anyway. 


Two of these records were made in heifer form—as a 
junior two-year-old and as a senior three-year-old. They 
have no special subdivision for three time milking in the 
Canadian Association, but Tom Dent assures us that 
except for short periods when she has been making seven- 
day and thirty-day official records, she has been milked 
only three times a day practically throughout her entire 
career. 


Concerning her feed and care, Mr. Dent writes: 

“She has always had exactly the same care as the other 
test cows on the farm, always going to pasture in the pas- 
ture season. The only concession to her outstanding pro- 
duction has been a box stall which our other test cows do 
not have. Her grain ration has consisted of a mixture of 
home grain grains, oats and barley, mixed with a 24% 
commercial dairy feed and a small percentage of bran. Her 
ration was mixed as nearly as possible to keep the protein 
percentage between 18 and 20 per cent and a mineral mix- 
ture was always added liberally to this ration. At no time

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in her lite has she ever been fed more than 25 lbs. of grain 
in a day. She has been fed sugar mangels in large quan- 
tities during her stabling period every year and she also 
gets a limited amount of corn silage every day, which 
seems to be her favorite roughage, judging from the way 
she cleans it up. We have been very particular to have a 
good quality alfalfa hay available for Countess and she has 
always been a heavy consumer of roughage. I may add 
that she has been an exceptionally easy cow to feed and 
has never been off her feed during her test periods.” 

Countess was bred on New Year’s Day, according to Mr. 
Dent, to his new herd sire, Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, who 
is a son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst from one of the 
greatest producing and best type daughters of the same 
sire, which would bring her fresh again within four months 
after the close of her year. 

What can we say and how can we say it, to really get 
across to our readers what this cow has done in compari- 
son with other great dairy machines? Perhaps a list of 
the leading lifetime produces of all breeds would help. If 
so, just run vour eye down the following table.

World readers who may be controversially inclined will 
note with pleasure the improvement their favorite breed 
has made in this lifetime work in comparison with our Jer- 
sey friends during the past few years; and that while 
Countess heads the list she is by no means the only cow 
that has brought long time honors ito the Black and White. 


Some time back I referred to reproduction. It might 
be of interest to compare the proven reproducing ability 
of Countess with that of her Jersey competitor, Sophie 
19th. Of course such comparison is hardly fair, as Sophie 
19th dropped her first calf more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago and so has had much more time to build up a 
great list of descendants, but lest our Jersey friends claim 
I never give them a break. I will go ahead with the com- 
parison anyway. 

First take Sophie 19th, who has two R. O. M. daugh- 
ters, which is the Jersey equivalent of our A. R. S. O., and 
four proven sons. The sons are rather more famous than 
the daughters. First on the list is Pogis 99th of Hood 
Farm, perhaps the greatest. Jersey sire that ever lived. He 
is a Medal of Merit sire, the highest medal ranking in the 
Jersey Association, and I am told is the onty Medal of 
Merit sire to have two Medal of Merit sons. World readers 
will remember him as the bull that ties Sir P. O. M. 37th 
for number of 800-lb. fat daughters, each having twenty- 
two such daughters. His daughter, Sophie’s Agnes, was 
the first Jersey to produce 1,000 lbs. fat, and his grand- 
daughter, R. R.’s Ace’s Carrie. is the twenty-eighth and 
last one to date. His daughter, Sophie’s Emily, ranks 
fourth on the list of lifetime producers of all breeds pub- 
lished herewith, and his granddaughter, Jacoba’s Smoky 
Maid ranks sixth on the same list. In other words, the 
three highest Jerseys on that list are Sophie 19th and her 
granddaughter and great granddaughter. Two other sons 
of Sophie 19th are Gold and Silver Medal sires, Sophie 
19th’s Tormentor and Sophie 19th’s Victor, and her fourth 
son, Sophie 19th’s Son, is, I believe, a Silver Medal sire. 
These four sons of Sophie 19th have together sired 278 


tested daughters averaging 678.96 lbs. fat up to November 
1, 1932. 


Neither of the daughters of Sophie 19th have won a 
medal rating, according to the best of my information. 
Tormentress 10 of Hood Farm, has several creditable rec- 
ords, the largest of which is 608.77 lbs. fat; and Sophie 
19th of Hood Farm 3rd has 545.52 Ibs. fat in 305 days on 
twice a day milking. Tormentress 10 has four R. O. M. 
daughters with records ranging from 402 Ibs. fat at 2 years 
to 756 lbs. fat at full age. The Sophie 19th family has been 
quite intensively linebred by a number of leading Jersey 
breeders, with excellent results.

Getting back to Springbank Snow Countess, we find 
that as yet she has no proven sons that compares with 
Pogis 99th. In fact her only son that is old enough to be 
a proven sire is Springbank Snow Sylvius, who has 
eighteen daughters officially reported with R. O. P. rec- 
ords, all of them with first and second calf, and averaging 
475.5 lbs. fat from 13,207 lbs. milk, average test just over 
3.6%. Ten of the records included in this average were 
made in two-year-old form and twelve of them in the 305- 
day division, so we can call this quite a creditable show- 
ing for his first eighteen daughters tested. He is rated 
XX and several of his daughters are rated Gold Medal. 

The only other son Countess ever dropped is Spring- 
bank Aristocrat, now coming two years old, junior herd 
sire in the Dent herd, where great things are expected of 
him. His first calves are just arriving in the herd. 

As to daughters, I believe an impartial observer would 
have to give Countess the decision over Sophie 19th, by 
a substantial margin. Her oldest daughter, Springbank 
Snow Princess, made a two-year-old record of 658 lbs. fat 
from 17,236 lbs. milk, testing 3.82% and same back at full 
age with a 30-lb. seven-day butter record, when an acci- 
dent put an end to further testing. ‘‘Princess” has a 
daughter with 709 lbs. fat from over 20,000 lbs. milk on 
two-time milking. The next daughter of Countess was 
Springbank Re-Echo Countess, with 555 lbs. fat as a three- 
year-old, with 3.88% test. Then came Springbank Coun- 
tess Re-Echo, who made 776 lbs. fat as a three-year-old and 
886 lbs. fat as a four-year-old, her highest record daughter 
to date. Her average test as a four-year-old was 3.72%. 
Her fourth daughter is Springbank Countess Finderne, 
with 657 lbs. fat and average test of 3.45% as a two-year- 
old, and then comes Springbank Abbekerk Snow, who 
freshened more than a month before she was two years 
old and made a record of 612 lbs. fat with 3.69% test. This 
makes an average for the five daughters of Countess that 
have freshened of 673.6 lbs. fat from 18,190 Ibs. milk, aver- 
age test over 3.7%, all in heifer form and three of them as 
two-year-olds or younger. Her sixth daughter is a four- 
months-old heifer calf, sired by Soo Canary Finderne, fa- 
mous transmitting 1,050-lb. fat sire. This baby is thus a 
full sister to “Aristocrat”, the youngest son of Countess. 
As mentioned before, Countess has just been bred to Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Pietje, the new Springbank herd sire, in 
preparation for further honors. 

The picture on the cover of this issue perhaps gives a 
better idea of the depth and capacity of this wonderful 
cow than any that we have published in the past. Note 
the udder on this cow, who was betitter than 121% years old 
when the picture was taken, the day before her eighth 
freshening, with all these years of enormous production 
behind her.

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Care of the Pregnant Cow 
By DR. J. N. FROST, New York State Veterinary College 


tion is given to pre-natal care but this is not so in 

the case of animals. The dry cow receives less atten- 
tion than any of the herd unless it be the bull. 

As our knowledge of the influences which affect the 
offspring increases we are going to pay more attention 
to the pregnant cow, her care and handling. 


ie the human family considerable thought and atten- 


If one wishes to raise strong, vigorous, healthy 
calves he must start by breeding cows with healthy 


genital organs to a male that is likewise healthy and 
vigorous and then give some thought to the feed and 
care of the pregnant cow. 

If the cow is free from abortion disease she should 
be kept away from cows which are carrying the infec- 
tion, especially at the time thev are freshening and as 
long as they have any discharge. 

In drying off the cow considerable care is necessary 
as many udders are spoiled by carelessness in the dry- 
ing off process. 

Some cows is allowed to will milk right up to the 
time of calving but it is a mistake to let them do it. 
A cow should have two months’ rest if she is to properly 
nourish her calf and build up her system for the next 
milking period. She needs time to store up minerals 
which she often gives off during the milking period 
faster than she takes them in. There would be _ less 
sterility if the cows were given this rest. Those cows 
that are chronic bullers, that is, they are continually in 
heat and act more like a bull than a cow, are generally 
cows that have milked heavily and have been pushed to 
the limit without sufficient time to rest up. 

It may be necessary to temporarily reduce or cut out 
the grain ration and substitute timothy hay for the more 
succulent fodder in order to get the cow to dry up 
thoroughly. Many times irregular periods between 
milking, gradually increasing the time between milk- 
ings will help to dry up the cow. I believe in thoroughly 
milking out the udder once you have started milking as 
there is less injury to the udder than when only a small 
quantity is taken out often or at each regular period. 

Any abnormal swelling of the udder while the cow 
is dry should be given careful attention. If only one 
or two quarters swell it should be looked upon with all 
the more suspicion that something is wrong. Some of 
the most severe forms of mastitis develop while the cow 
is dry and some of the milder forms result in a blocking 
of the teat canal so that when the animal freshens you 
are unable to get any milk from that teat. 

Frequently the cow after being dried off is turned 
in some back pasture and only seen irregularly or pos- 
sibly not until near time for her to freshen so that any 
swelling of the udder will not be seen. If the grass is 
heavy in the pasture where the animal is turned shortly 
after being dried off she may begin to secrete milk again 
and if not seen her udder may be ruined. 

If the cow is dry during the winter months let her 
have plenty of exercise. Turn her out every day but 
especially the warm bright days. It will not hurt her 
to rough it if given plenty of food. A yard with a base- 
ment or warm shed to run into is better for the cow and 
unborn calf than for her to be confined in a stanchion. 

If kept in stanchions the platform should be long 
enough so that the hind parts do not hang over the 
drop too far when the cow lies down and the floor 
should not slope backward as this throws too much pres- 
sure on the pelvic organs and may cause a prolapse 
of the vagina or what is commonly called casting of the 
wethers before calving. 

If the cow has had an injury to the teat and there 
is a hole in the side of the teat through which the milk 
leaks the time to have it fixed up is while she is dry and 
have it attended to long enough before she is to freshen 
so that the healing will be solid before it is necessary 
to milk again. Otherwise the opening will reappear. 

In feeding the pregnant cow let her have plenty of 
good hay and grain. Nature intends her to put on 
flesh during this period but some owners are afraid she 
will become‘too fat. If the cow is healthy otherwise, 
excessive fat will not cause any trouble at the time of 
calving. neither will it cause milk fever or retained 


membranes, after calving. If it did the beef breeder 
would be in trouble all the time. 

Don’t expect the pregnant cow to live on timothy 
hay and a little ground oats. If not on grass see that 
she has clover or alfalfa with plenty of bran and a small 
amount of the concentrates added to the ground oats. 
The benefit of some grain if she is on grass will be 
shown in the next milking period. 

If the diet is poor she is liable to develop a disease 
of the bones and joints known as osteomalacia. This 
is shown by the general stiffness and soreness with swell- 
ing of the stifle joint. Sometimes the ribs are thickened 
and the owner thinks they have been injured in 
bunting. The calf of the cow that has been kept on a 
poor diet may also show rickets and later develop a bad 
sloping rump. Many of the cases of sloping rump are 
not inherited but have their start in poor nourishment 
before birth. 

The question of addition of minerals to the diet is 
one upon which authorities do not agree. Probably not 
all pregnant cows would need additional mineral but I 
fail to see how it would harm them. If you see a cow 
eating rags, chewing bones or knawing boards it is a 
good indication that she needs some mineral that she is 
not getting. 

The one mineral which will benefit the cows on most 
of our New York farms is iodine. The addition of a 
little iodine to the diet particularly during the last part 
of pregnancy will show a better, more sturdy crop of 
calves. A simple way to use it is to put a ten grain tablet 
of pot. iodide in the drinking cup once or twice a week 
for the last half of pregnancy. 

A free supply of water is important for the pregnant 
cow as she is more liable to become constipated or im- 
pacted when pregnant and a limited supply or an ir- 
regular watering helps to bring on constipation. 

As calving time approaches the udder begins to swell 
and frequently an enlargement appears in front of the 
udder. It is soft and painless and sometimes as large 
as a half bushel measure. However, it is nothing to 
worry about and is usually an indication of a good milk- 
ing cow. A similar swelling may spread out back and 
above the udder toward the tail. It is due to the con- 
gestion of the udder and will disappear shortly after 
the cow is milked a few times. 

Sometimes the owner is tempted to milk the cow be- 
fore she has calved because the udder becomes so large 
he fears it will break. It is a mistake to start milking 
before the cow calves unless the udder becomes inflamed 
and is hot and painful so that it interferes with move- 
ment or causes the cow to go off feed. 

When the cow is ready to calve she should be con- 
fined in a clean space. Of course the cleanest place is 
a good grass plot with plenty of sunlight. During the 
winter months a roomy stall should be provided for 
calving. One that has good ventilation and is dry and 
well bedded. If it can be arranged with a drain so 
much the better, so that it can be washed and thor- 
oughly disinfected after each calving. Any stall can be 
cleaned out and limed before the fresh bedding is put in. 

The hind parts and tail of the cow should be clipped 
so that it can be easily cleaned Then before she is 
ready to calve the parts should be washed with soap 
and water as much of the trouble from infection after 
calving comes from filth drawn in after the calf is ex- 
pelled. Or it may be carried in on the hands of the 
owner or attendant who attempts to examine the after- 
birth. 

Before the calf is allowed to suck the udder and 
teats should be washed off as the discharges from the 
uterus runs down over the udder and particularly onto 
the hind teats. 


If the membranes are not expelled in a few hours 
the cow should have attention. Much care should be 
taken to keep the arms of the operator and cow clean 
in the examination or removal of the membranes. The 
future breeding ability of the cow may depend on how 
she is handled at this time and how clean she is kept. 

Some owners refuse to have the membranes re-

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New York’s Annual Meeting 


Chaffee Reelected President — Health Regulations Approved 
Commissioner Baldwin Honored 


FINE spirit of cooperation and confidence in the 
A future of the industry was manifested at the annual 

meeting of the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, Inc., in Hotel Martin, Utica, N. Y., January 5. There 
was a good attendance considering the snow and sleet 
storms and slippery read conditions which prevailed in 
some parts of the state. All eleven election districts were 
represented as were practically all of the organized coun- 
ties of the state. The Oneida County Holstein Club and 
the Otsego-Herkimer Holstein Club, as joint hosts left 
nothing undone to make ‘this one of the most interesting 
and entertaining as well as instructive and constructive 
sessions in the history of the association. 


Edward J. Chaffee of Wassaic, who was appointed 
President last May upon the resignation of Commissioner 
Baldwin, called the meeting to order at 11 A. M. and in- 
troduced David J. Roberts, President of the Oneida County 
Club, who in turn introduced George C. Winslow of the 
Utica Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Winslow welcomed the 
Association with appropriate remarks and explained that 
the “keys to the city” which appeared on the convention 
badges furnshed through the courtesy of the Chamber, 
represented a sincere expression of Utica’s feeling of hos- 
pitality to the visiting Holstein breeders. 


The reading of the minutes of the preceding meetings 
was waived on miotion and the roll of the county and dis- 
trict clubs was called, following which President Chaffee 
delivered ithe Presidential Address, in which he feelingly 
alluded to the loss the Association has sustained during 
the year in the death of Frank Price; spoke of the honor 
which has come to the Association in the appointment of 
its former President, Charles H. Baldwin as Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Markets; complimented Secre- 
tary Stanley J. Brownell upon his efficient and faithful 
service; and spoke of the Association’s building on the 
State Fair grounds as one of the many successful projects 
of the organization. 


Treasurer Frank Wavle reported that the Association 
has come through this trying year without incurring a 
deficit or seriously curtailing its extension program, and 
stated that although after paying the awards in the County 
Extension Contest for both 1931 and 1932 out of the year’s 
receipts there remained but 73 cents in the general fund, 
the total resources of the Association are somewhat over 


$1,000. Robert C. Church reported for the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 


Secretary Brownell, who divides his time between the 
work of the Association and that of the Extension Depart- 
ment of Cornell University, gave a report that indicated 
he is about the hardest working state secretary in the 
country. He announced tthat during the year he attended 
the meetings of 28 local clubs, three directors’ meetings, 
one National Convention, three other out-of-state meetings, 
two Holstein sales, two radio programs, the Geneva Dairy 
Field Day, the Holstein tour to Ithaca, and spent nine days 
at the state fair. Besides these strictly Holstein meetings 
much of his work for the college has been closely con- 
nected with Holstein activity, especially the twenty two- 
day breeding schools held in various parts of the state and 
numerous bull meetings and calf club meetings. In his 
office work he has written 1,440 personal letiters and 69 
circular letters reaching a total of over 56,000 people, and 
has prepared 74 news stories for the press. He reported 
that New York State breeders are maintaining their pro- 
duction testing with less falling off than any other state, 
with the result that New York this year stood’ second only 
to Wisconsin in Advanced Registry testing, third in the 
Herd Improvement Test and second to California in Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association work, ranking first in num- 
ber of sires proved. He mentioned a New York Holstein 
breeder, James Stark, as leading all herds in Vol. 4 of the 
Red Book and stated that a Holstein sire, Fish-Kill Sir 
May Hengerveld De Kol 430230, owned by Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., leads all the proved sires of the state of all 
breeds. Ige also mentioned the sales lists that. have been 
sent to all officers and many other members of local clubs 


in the state and stated that of all the bulls listed for sale, 
18% has been sold as a direct result of such listing. A 
rising vote of thanks and appreciation was given Secretary 
Brownell at tthe close of his report. 

Various committee reports brought out the fine ac- 
tivity of the Association, that of H. A. Willmann, chair- 
man of the Calf Club committee being of especial interest. 
Mr. Willmann reported over one thousand boys and girls 
in the state as working with Holsteins in club work, far 
exceeding all other breeds, and mentioned the General 
Merit awards offered by the Association, for which all 
these one thousand young people had an opportunity to 
compete, the competition not being limited to those who 
exhibited calves at the state fair. He stated that only 
15% of these Holstein clubbers were working with grades 
and that data of production records is available in about 
50% of the cases. He recommended continued support of 
this important work so far as the finances of the Asso- 
ciation would permit. Following lunch the list of awards 
to the various Calf Club members was announced by Secre- 
tary Brownell, and checks and certificates were presented. 

Speakers of the afternoon included Dr. D. H. Udahl of 
Cornell University, who opened the discussion of the sub- 
ject of mastitis, by explaining what it is, how it can be 
detected and how it can be controlled, and offered the con- 
tinued services of the State Veterinary College in this im- 
portant work. Following his talk, questions were asked 
by a number of the members and Dr. Udahl’s answers 
threw much light on this subject. 

Dorr W. McLaury spoke briefly on the Bang Abortion 
ruling of Commissioner Baldwin, urged the breeders to 
give the movement hearty support and to take immediate 
steps to clean up Bang’s Disease in their herds, and also 
expressed the pride the Association should feel that a 
former president of the State Association, on being called 
to the high position of Commissioner, had the vision to 
make such a ruling and the courage to stand by it in the 
face of so much determined opposition in various quarters. 

Prof. E. S. Savage spoke briefly on State Fair plans, 
stating ‘that further cuts in the premium list would prob- 
ably not be made and urging members to _ seriously 
consider the question of limiting exhibits of dairy cattle 
to negative animals. 


National Director W. D. Robens discussed the various 
phases of the recent meeting of the National Board of 
Directors in Chicago and moved that the State Associa- 
tion go on record as favoring a tariff on registered cattle. 
After M. S. Prescott had explained why the Resolutions 
Committee did not favor the proposal, a vote was taken 
and the motion declared carried. 


Treasurer Wavle discussed the proposition of reducing 
the dues and moved that the annual dues be reduced from 
five to three dollars, with one dollar instead of two being 
returned to the local club from which the membership 
originated. The motion was passed without further dis- 
cussion as a large percentage of the local clubs had al- 
ready acted favorably on the proposition. 


The resolutions committee, consisting of M. S. Prescott, 
Dr. F. B. Morrison and G. Harold Cowles reported a’num- 
ber of important resolutions, all of which were adopted. 
One approved the ruling of Comissioner Baldwin prohibit- 
ing the importation of cattle into the state except from 
herds certified free from Bang’s Disease. Another urged 
the state legislature tio continue the tuberculosis eradica- 
tion program with an appropriation of not less than three 
million dollars. Another thanked Cornell University for 
releasing the part-time services of Secretary Brownell to 
the Association and another expressed appreciation for 
the cooperation received from the Farm Bureau and the 
various County Agents of the state. A resolution endors- 
ing the principle of the stabilization of the dollar in 
accordance with commodity prices as recommended by 
Prof. Warren of Cornell, was discussed, tabled, recon- 


sidered and after more discussion unanimously passed. A 
resolution brought forward by several of the local clubs

Moratorium Ended 


HE so-called moratorium period on penalty fees 
for registration closed with the end of 1932 with 
a grand rush of applications in the Secretary’s 
office during the final few weeks, and particularly in the 
final week. The result was that while the Directors, 
even as late as their Board meeting on December 15, 
were looking for a deficit of $20,000 in the year’s oper- 
ations, the rush of receipts in the last two weeks made 
the cash receipts for the year exceed the cash disburse- 
ments by a margin of $281.47. A good deal of this, of 
course, will not appear in the earnings statement for 
the year as the receipts are not credited as earnings 
until the certificates are actually issued, but it is pleas- 
ing to know that the cash receipts actually exceeded the 
cash disbursements and will be certainly translated into 
earnings for 1933. 

During the final week of the year, 11,234 applica- 
tions for registry were filed, a larger number in this one 
week than were filed during any month of 1932 or 193 
and in fact it is necessary to go back to March 1930 
before finding a whole month in which as many appli- 
cations for registry were received as during this one 
week.

Herd Test Attractive 


HE Herd Improvement Registry, or “Herd Test” 

as it is popularly known, is evidently going to fill 
an increasingly large place in the future of Hol- 
stein development. Recent additions to the system add 
considerably to its attractiveness from the standpoint 
of the breeder. With the widespread attention that is 
being focused upon proven sires as a sound basis of herd 
and breed improvement, there is coming a growing 
recognition of the fact that the most reliable data upon 
which the transmitting ability of a sire can be based 
is to be found in the Herd Test records which give in- 
formation upon all of the daughters in the her by a par- 
ticular sire, rather than the records of selected daugh- 


ters as in the Advanced Registry testing, along with 
similar data in large numbers for the dams of these 
daughters. The work has been greatly improved and 


facilitated by the change made last year whereby these 
records will be listed under the various sires on a lac- 
tation period basis instead of the calendar year as was 
done at the outset in connection with the publication 
of these records. 

Further interest value will be given to the publication 
of these records commencing with Vol. 5 of the Red 
Book when the Count Hope Index for every sire having 
six daughters tested in the Herd Test whose dams have 
also made Herd Test records will be computed and pub- 
lished. In casés where herds have been classified for 
type under the plan set up a few years ago by our Asso- 
ciation, the type rating of each member of Herd Test 
herds will be given in connection with their Red Book 
listing. 


These features should result in greatly popularizing 
the Herd Test. The work is being well maintained with 
a larger number of cows in this test right now than was 
the case a year ago, but the fact remains that we should 
have ten times as many herds on test as we do have 
Supt. Norton reported at the Board meeting last month 
a total of 218 herds containing 6,934 cows in the Herd 
Test. While we would not like to see the local cow 
testing association crippled through withdrawal of too 
many of our pure bred Holstein herds, there is no ques- 
tion but what the value to the breeder strongly favors 
the use of the Herd Test, as between these two forms 
of testing. The cost of running the herd in the Herd 
Test is not materially greater; the superintendent of 
testing in your own state can give you definite informa- 
tion on this for your own state. The slight increase is 
greatly over-balanced by the value that comes from the 
permanent publication of the record in the Red Book 
along with the listing of daughters under their sires. 
etc... as previously mentioned. 
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The cow testing association records have in the past 
perhaps, had a little advantage in the matter of local 
newspaper publicity, but steps are being taken through 
the Extension Service and local extension agencies to 
remedy this situation. 

We rather expect that the increase in the Advanced 
Registry testing fee to $2 an animal for each cow or 
heifer entered on Advanced Registry test may have a 
tendency to increase the patronage of the Herd Test 
somewhat at the expense of the Advanced Registry work 
as the only fee paid to the National Association in the 
Herd Test work is an entry fee of $3 for each herd and 


a copy of the Red Book is provided in return for this 
fee. 


We occasionally hear the point raised that breeders 
do not go into the Herd Test because they are not in a 
position to keep daily milk records. Perhaps it is not 
generally known that daily milk weights are not re- 
quired where the bi-monthly testing plan with prelim- 
inary dry milking is used. In this form of testing, the 
record is computed entirely from the production during 
the official period. The American Jersey Cattle Club 
has recently eliminated the requirement of daily milk 
weights in connection with the Herd Test plan main- 
tained by that organization, thus adding their endorse- 
ment to the reliability of records made in this form. 


With conditions as they are, increased efficiency in 
herd management becomes more essential than ever be- 
fore. On this basis, we believe the Herd Test as it is 
now set up should have a distinctly greater appeal to 
our breeders. In this, our first issue of 1933, we believe 
there is no more important message we could give to 
the Holstein-Friesian breeders of America than to urge 
them to enter their herds in the Herd Improvement 
Registry of the Holstein-Friesian Association. Full de- 
tails may be had by addressing Mr. H. W. Norton Jr., 
Supt. of A. R., Madison, Wis. Regardless of what else 
may happen, if we look back to 1933 as the year when 
our breeders really got back of the Herd Test plan in 
a serious way, we can set 1933 down as a good year in 
the development of our industry, almost regardless of 
what else may happen. 


State Meetings 


URING this month and next, a great many of the 
D state associations throughout the country will he 

_ holding their annual meetings and many who are 
interested in these organizations and customarily at- 
tend will perhaps find it impossible to make it this year, 
but we hope that all who do find it possible to do so will 
attend and take part in them. We need these organiza- 
tions more than ever in these times. All of them doubt- 
less will expect to operate on reduced budgets in 1933 
and the best collective brains of the breeders of each 
state is needed to map out programs that will make 
their work of the greatest possible service to the indus- 
try. 

Our problems may seem almost insuperable and spe- 
cial local conditions may cause discouragement at times, 
but we must remember and never lose sight of the fact 
that our industry is founded on the greatest and most 
economic producer of milk and butterfat of them all. 
As a leading breeder of on of the other breeds recently 
stated within our hearing, ‘‘The Holstein cow is the 
dairy industry of America today.”’ 


We all have our own individual problems and 
worries to claim our attention but let us where possible 
contribute something to the general welfare of the in- 
dustry in helping to solve the problems of the state as- 
sociations and to increase the effectiveness of their work.

A WYOMING VIEW ON DELEGATES 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with interest the article by Mr. Charles 
W. Wray of Illinois, in your Round Table column, re- 
garding the resolution adopted at the Madison Conven- 
tion governing the selection of delegates to the annual 
convention. 

The tables worked out by Mr. Wray show that he 
has taken a most sincere and intelligent interest in try- 
ing to find a plan that would be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. The weakness (if I may call it so) in his sug- 
gestion is that it pertains almost entirely to the cost 
of the convention, ignoring the broad policy of breed 
development. 

I have been in the dairy business in this territory 
since 1912 and in that time have seen our herds develop 
from the ordinary general purpose cow to the point 
where they now compare favorably, in both type and 
production with any section of the country. Our foun- 
dation stock and supplemental purchases have been 
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drawn largely from the States of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio. It would seem to 
be a short-sighted policy on the part of the breeders 
in these states, should they attempt to deprive any 
western state of representation at the convention. 

I was one of the delegates at Madison who spon- 
sored the present arrangement as to delegates, and 
while I admit its imperfection, I am strong for one 
delegate from each state. 

The matter of distance, alone, is a drawback to the 
grouping of states. It is suggested by Mr. Wray that 
Montana, Nevada and Wyoming by represented by one 
delegate, but how could any one delegate intelligently 
represent the interests of these states. My friends and 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Hofstetter, at Miles City, Mon- 
tana, are a mere 650 miles away, while my nearest 
neighbor in Nevada would be about 1,000 miles from 
Cheyenne. To my mind it will be better to have at 
least one delegate from each state even though that 
delegate be required to pay one third or one half of his 
expenses to the convention. 

With a return to better times the States of Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arizona will continue to absorb large numbers of 
breeding stock from the Eastern states. Let’s plan on 
a nation-wide development of the breed and then figure 
out the fair way of taking care of the cost of represen- 
tation.

Fytje Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes is a former blue ribbon winner 
at the National and in her later years 
made a record on two quarters of 657 
lbs. fat. The dam of Tyler Bess is 
Brookings Bess with 576 lbs. fat in 
305 days, the third dam being Brook- 
ings County Maid, an 800-lb. fat cow 
with four A. R. daughters. Tyler 
Bess, the dam of this bull, was bred 
by Dr. Rasmussen, Balaton, Minn., 
and has been developed in the 
Schmidt herd. The young bull him- 
self is owned jointly by Wm. Schmidt’s 
Sons and Von Wald Brothers and 
Bauerenfiend, Kenyon, Minn. 


In explanation of the error. we can 
only say that as Monarch was regis- 
tered since the latest published vol- 
ume of the Herd Book we referred to 
the catalog of the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress show and carelessly 
copied off the breeding of his half 
brother, Man-O-War Commander, who 
was listed immediately after him in 
that catalog, he being out of Empire 
Ormsby Tillie and a full brother to 
Man-O-War 62d. Our sincere apologies 
to all concerned for this error.

moved. Others want them removed whether it can be 
done successfully and thoroughly or not. Neither is 
right in all cases. If the membrances can be removed 
from the cotyledons or buttons completely, I think it 
is better to remove them. If they can’t be removed 
without tearing then it is better not to attempt it. And 
the only way to tell is by trying to unbutton the mem- 
branes. 

When the veterinarian is called in these cases let 
him use his own judgment after he has examined the 
case.

uring that the by-laws of the National Association be 
amended to limit delegate eligibility to actual owners of 
registered Holsteins was passed after some comment as 
to the probable illegality of such an amendment. A reso- 
lution expressing appreciation for the cooperation of 
Holstein-Friesian World was passed. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that a committee 
be appointed to draft a proposed change in the by-laws of 
the National Association, correcting present inequalities 
in delegate representation. 

On motion the secretary was instructed to prepare 
suitable resolutions on the death of Frank T. Price to be 
incorporated in the minutes, published in Holstein-Friesian 
World and a copy sent to the family. 

The nominating committee consisting of Walter Thomp- 
son, Lloyd Morris and Arthur Hoose reported the names of 
proposed directors from each of the eleven districts of the 

state, each director having been chosen by a caucus of his 
’ own district. On motion the report was adopted and the 
following directors declared elected: 1, G. Harold Cowles, 
Ashville; 2, Carl O. Wooster, Union Hill; 3, James A. 
Young, Angelica; 4, Frank P. Wavle, Cortland; 5, Carl A. 
Fisher, Cazenovia; 6, Carl M. Randall, Gouvernear; 7, O. 
F. Ross, Lowville; 8, W. D. Brown, West Winfield; 9, Ed- 
ward J. Chaffee, Wassaic; 10, D. M. Parsons, Gloversville; 
11, Clarence Collins, Malone. All were reelections except 
Mr. Fisher, who succeeded S. C. Pendergast of Phoenix in 
accordance with the custom in the fifth district of passing 
this honor around in turn among the three counties of the 
district; and Mr. Parsons who succeeds Commissioner 
Baldwin, resigned. 

At the organization meeting of the Board immediately 
following the general meeting Mr. Chaffee was chosen 
president, Carl Randall and Carl Wooster as vice presi- 
dents and Frank Wavle to succeed himself as treasurer. 
The term of Secretary Brownell not having expired, he of 
course continues in office. 

The Annual Banquet 

One of the best banquets in the history of the Associa- 
tion was held that evening in the ball room of the Martin, 
with about two hundred present. While the splendid beef- 
steak and mushroom dinner was being enjoyed, community 
singing was led by Mr. Martin, owner of the hotel, with 
some assistance from Allan Leach of Cortland. Pupils of 
the Modern Dance Studio of Utica entertained with every 
known variety of modern dancing—tap, toe, aesthetic, and 
acrobatic. 


President Chaffee then introduced Bill Prescott as 
toastmaster, whose remarks throughout the evening were 
punctuated by the occasional popping of the balloons, 
which were distributed as dinner favors. 

The first speaker was Commissioner Baldwin, who 
spoke on the much-mooted abortion ruling and other sub- 
jects of interest, including the “bob-veal” law. He also 
spoke of the possibility of raising a fund for the advertis- 
ing of milk and also urged the importance of advertising 
other New York farm products, such as New York apples 
and vegetables. He mentioned the proposed plan of hav- 
ing milk declared a public utility, with price based on cost 
of production to be fixed by a commission, and warned 
milk producers that the proposition is loaded with dyna- 
mite. 

State Senator Joseph R. Hanley was then introduced as 
a combined lawyer and clergyman, veteran of two wars 
and of the Chautauqua Circuit, who gave the address of 
the evening, replete with humor yet full of food for thought. 





He echoed the Commissioner’s warning on the public 
utility plan and said that if such a plan were adopted, 
farmers must take great care that they keep control, point- 
ing out that in New York State milk consumers greatly 
outnumber milk producers, and reminding them that in 
the great centers of population, every milk consumer votes 
at least once in every election. He took his listeners be- 
hind the scenes in the state legislature and showed them 
how, in New York Sitate, the main division of opinion is 
not between Republicans and Democrats but between the 
representatives of the urban and the rural sections. He 
reminded them that although New York State is one of ithe 
twq or three leading agricultural states of the country, its 
legislature is dominated by men from the larger ciities who 
have no conception of the farmers’ problems. He deplored 
the concentration in state and federal governments of 
powers that might better be retained by ‘the local com- 
munities. He pictured graphically the growth of crime 
and the increasing prevalence of insanity and roused a 
storm of applause when he stated that no politician dared 
to suggest that the real way to ease the farmers’ tax bur- 
den and balance the budget would be to abolish the exemp- 
tions on tax exempt securities and property. 


Secretary Brownell was then called upon to present 
gifts from the Association to all members who had been 
paid up and in good standing for ten or more consecutive 
years. There were found to be 49 of these, representing 
seventeen local clubs and each one was presented with a 
watch charm, stamped with the seal of the State Associa- 
tion and with a removable tab giving the date. It is 
planned to issue new tabs each year to those members 
who continue in good standing. 


The next feature was the presentation of the awards in 
the County Extension Contest. The Class A list, consist- 
ing of clubs from districts having 100 or more members of 
the National Association, was headed by Cortland County, 
with Chenango second, Eastern New York third, Otsego- 
Herkimer fourth, Oneida fifth, Onondaga sixth and St. 
Lawrence seventh. Ulster placed first in Class B, made up 
of the smaller Holstein counties, with Chemung second, 
Franklin third, Wayne-Ontario fourth, Chautauqua fifth 
and Fulton sixth. Checks were presented by Secretary 
Brownell. Further details of this contest will be published 
later. 


Guests of the Asspciation and seated at the speakers’ 
table were the two Holstein Calf Club Champions of the 
state, Gertrude Scott of Broome County and Ceylon Snider 
of Allegany County. They were introduced by Secretary 
Brownell and were presented with copies of Holstein-Frie- 
sian History as joint gifts from the Association and from 
Holstein-Friesian World. 


The final event was the surprise presentation to Com- 
missioner Baldwin of a beautiful gold watch, suitably en- 
graved, the presentation being made by President Chaffee 
on behalf of the Association. The Commissioner, visibly 
affected by the gift and the spirit that prompted it, in a 
few sincere words expressed his thanks and appreciation, 
bringing to a close a session that will live long in the 
memories of New York Holstein breeders.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


A Pioneer Wisconsin Herd 


By MILTON H. BUTTON, 


Few farms in Wisconsin or the 
Middle West have such a wealth of 
Holstein history as does the farm and 
herd of W. W. Curtis, Rio, Wisconsin. 
Mr. Curtis writes as follows: 

“In October of 1883 my father, I. L. 
Curtis, Rocky Run, let’s note right 
here that our farm has been served by 
four post offices—Rocky Run, Poy- 
nette, Wyocena and Rio, decided that 
the scrub cattle of Columbia County 
were not to his idea of what should 
be ‘there so he went to Elgin, Illinois, 
and purchased of W. A. Pratt, three 
head as follows: Reganna, 1,245 Hol- 
stein Herd Book, Favorits Nell 2229 
H. H. B. and De Kroon bull) 1,687 H. 
H. B. This was the start of what is 
the oldest herd in the county and but 
few as old in the state. 

From these two cows my present 
herd traces too and with the excep 
tion of two females, Lady Bauman 
4884 H. H. B. and Buffalo Queen 
15210, purchased from Jehn Urquhart 
and John Bremmer in the late 80’s no 
other females were ever brought on 
the place. 


Have tried to find a trace of the 
second bull but cannot find any certi- 
-ficate but do find that Rio Boy 5346 
H. F. H. B. bought of John Urquhart, 
Rio, was the third bull used in the 
herd, followed by Prince Waupaca 
15272 from Jere Allis; Aaggie Artist 
Netherland Prince from J. V. Cotta; 
Duke Mercedes Scholton 22750; Duke 
Zipsy Mercedes 25781 from M. W. 
Barden, Portage; Colantha Johanna 
De Kol 32846 from H. A. Moyer, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. through E. E. Randall, 
Watertown; Coin Hengerveld Quoque 
42867 from H. H. Wickwire, Hubbard- 
ville, N. Y.; Artis Walker Pietertje 
71351 from A. A. Hartshorn, Hamil- 
ton, N. Y. This brings us up to 1913. 

Father registered two head of fe- 
males in the old Holstein Breeders 
Association, Maid of Trowville and 
Poynette Princess. His first in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association was 
Woodland Pride. 

Although I had a portion of the herd 
on a near by place for five years, till 
father wished to retire in 1913 and I 
returned, we went as I. L. Curtis & 
Son until 1919 when I purchased the 
farm and stock. 

Father and mother are still living 
and although in the late 70’s they are 
at home in the old barn, to watch for 
any new calves or changes that might 
occur.” 

In a few well chosen words Mr. 
Curtis traces a life time of breeding.

Two of Kaifeng Sylvia Model’s 
sons have gone several days travel 
beyond Yachow, Szechuan to a place 
called Mu Pin. General W. H. Liu, 
Commander-in-chief of the 24th Na- 
tional Army, having started an agri- 
cultural reclamation and agricultural 
improvement scheme, wrote us two 
letters asking the West China Union 
University, if it would be possible for 
us to spare them two of our best im- 
proved bulls for the area indicated. 
The area has been called “The Roof 
of the World.” The place borders on 
the great grass land stretches of 
Tibet. The object of the improve- 
ment scheme is to improve the local 
Szechuan “Yellow cow” in large num- 
bers on the prairie like grass lands 
for a few years and then bring them 
on to the thickly populated plain.

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ble vitamin has on a rat, guinea pig 
or the human being. This vitamin 
promotes growth, protects health 
and makes an individual peppy and 
vigorous. Without it they are 
stunted, their enthusiasm wanes, 
their vigor is nil and eventually they 
do not even die but simply cease to 
exist. 

How similar the presence or ab- 
sence of the breed enthusiasm vita- 
mins have on the pure bred breeder 
of Ayrshire, Brown Swiss, Guern- 
sey, Holstein or Jersey cattle—the 
man who believes in his chosen 
breed is proud of his cattle. He tells 
his friends and neighbors about 
them. He loves to feed and care 
for them. This man will have these 
same neighbors and friends infected 
with his breed vitamin. As an il- 
lustration, notice how the 4-H club 
members who live near a successful, 


enthusiastic breeder follow’ that 
breeder’s leadership in selecting 
their breed and also their blood 
lines. 

It is not difficult to detect the 
man who has a sufficient supply of 
his breed vitamin. Almost as soon 


as you step on his farm he starts 
working toward his cows. He wants 
you to look at them and to give your 
honest opinion of them. He knows 
all the records, the pedigrees, the 
ages and what someone else has 
said about each one. When he shows 
you his herd sire he may apologize 
for some fault the bull has but he 
invariably will come right back with 
the reasons why he has selected this 
particular bull for his herd. You 
can tell that he has studied the mat- 
ter over very carefully and has ar- 
rived at his own conclusions. 

All in all, this breeder’s greatest 
desire is to keep improving his herd 
for both type and production. He 
has an ideal which ever urges him 
on and encourages him to continue 
to try to do better each year. 

Before we leave we call his atten- 
tion to the county breeders’ associa- 
tion meeting to be held at the Court 
House, Saturday P. M. ‘Sure, I’ll 
be there,’’ he replies. ‘I am going 
to bring one of my boys and a couple 
of neighbors. I have been talking 
to them about it.” 


When this man comes to the 
meeting he doesn’t merely sit. He 
takes a little responsibility for the 
success of the program himself. He 
takes part in the discussion and 
offers suggestions. If he is ap- 
pointed on a committee or elected to 
an office he accepts willingly. He 
considers it an honor’ conferred 
upon him by his fellow-breeders. 


The county and state breed or- 
ganizations are doing a real piece 
of work. The colleges, Herd Im- 
provement Associations, and Depart- 
ments of Agriculture can help the 
breeders with their care, feed and 
management problems but it re- 
mains for the breed association 
members to boost and promote their 
own breed, their calf clubs, sales, 
picnics, newspaper advertising, show 
herds, fair booths, floats, or what 
have you. 


Too often some leaders of breed 
associations have promised to sell 
the breeders’ surplus stock. This 


is important but certainly not the 
big task.

In conclusion it is the opinion of 
the writer that the first and greatest 
duty of any county or state breed 
association is to cultivate, stimulate 
and distribute each year just as 
large a crop of these encouraging 
morale building breed enthusiasm 
vitamins as possible. 





1,500 COUNTIES FREED OF T. B. 

Approximately half of the 3,072 
counties in the United States are now 
practically free of bovine tuberculosis, 
according to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. On Nov- 
vember 1, 1932, there were 1,502 
counties, part of 1 county, and 65 
towns classified as modified accredited 
areas, signifying that bovine tubercu- 
losis has been reduced to 0.5 per cent 
or less of the cattle population. The 
extent of tuberculosis in all States 
and counties is shown clearly in a 
shaded map just issued by the de- 
partment. 

There are now eight entire States 
classed as modified accredited areas, 
which are shown in white on the map. 
These States are Maine, North Carol- 
ina, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Idaho, and North Dakota. A 
number of other States have only a 
few counties which have not yet at- 
tained the goal, and veterinary offi- 
cials expect two or more States to 
reach it in 1933. The work is being 
conducted by live stock owners and 
State, county, and local officials, in 
cooperation with the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 





DAIRY BUILDING DEDICATED 

An interesting ceremony in which 
a Holstein cow participated took place 
in Chicago on November 4, the oc- 
casion being the raising of the first 
steel for the Dairy Building at the 
1933 Chicago World’s Fair. In the 
presence of a large number of dairy 
leaders of the country, Catherine 
Baltz, champion milkmaid, drew milk 
from a Holstein cow and splashed it 
on the post saying: “With this milk 
from the ‘foster mother of man’ I! 
dedicate this building to the children 
of man”. Dr. H. E. Van Norman, 
president of the Century Dairy Ex- 
hibit presided and other’ speakers in- 
cluded Rufus C. Dawes, president of 
the Exposition and Dr. H. N. Bun- 
desen, president of the Chicago Board 
of Health. A tableau of girls repre- 
sented all branches of the dairy in- 
dustry. 


Among the dairy organizations re- 
presented at this ceremony were the 
National Co-operative Milk Producers’ 
Federation, Pure Milk Association, 
National Dairy Council, the Milk 
Council of Chicago, International As- 
sociation of Milk Dealers, Interna- 
tional Associaton of Ice Cream Manu- 
facturers, American Association 
of Creamery Butter Manufacturers. 
National Cheese Institute, Evaporated 
Milk Association, and the American 
Dry Milk Institute.

At their meeting in Springfield on 
December 28th directors of the New 
England Association voted to hold a 
sale of about 70 head of pure bred 
Holsteins. It will be held on Friday, 
February 24th in a heated pavilion 
ideally situated directly on the rail- 
road at Broad & Hanover Sts., Spring- 
field, Mass.
